TWO PER CENT 


TAX AGAIN 


The two per cent ore tax is again up 
for agitation and now it is evident that 
the low grade mine owners and the bigh 
grade mine owners may collide and the 
result may be injorions te the present 
favorable outlook of the mining industry. 

Already one element among the mine 
operatore is busy preparing data to show 
that the tax is inequitable and is retard- 
ing the industry. On the other baod 
enother est of mine owners is prepared 
to exerciee all ite influence to have the 
tax maintained. Thie means, in all 
probability, a bitter controversy that 
will scare of possilie investure and in 
the long ran prove mow harmfal than 
the tax, says the Nelson News. 

“The facts to be confronted are that 
the Government claims it cannot afford 
to make euch s change in the system 

Of mines tazation as wil! reduce -the 
sevenue resulting therefrom, that the 
Goverument bas shown no disposition 
to investigate ways and means of read- 
justing thie taxation with a view to 
redressing aileged inequalitics, and that 
there is apparently vo wember of the 
Government willing to formulate, or 
capable of doing so, a plan of taxation 
that will be equitable. 

Moreover, it may be added that none 
of the various administrations since the 
tax became law in 1900 have been willing 
or capable to tackie it. 

" It ie with the present Government, 
that the mine operators will have to 
deal. With one party couiending that 
the tax is fair and the other alleging 
that it is inequitable, the probable out- 
come, under the circumstance mention- 

ed, will be that nothing will be done in 
regard to the tax, but that a great deal 
of possibly hurtful publicity will be given 
to a phase of the mining industry. 

There is this other possibility cat| 
the Goverument may ecize upon the out- 
cry against the two per cent tax asa 
pretext to tax mine plante and improve- 
mente instead of the ore output and the 
second state of the mine owners would | 
we imagire. be worse than the firet. 

It should be possible for the mine | 
owners to get together and to agree upon 
a course in regard to taxation without! 
engaging ina controversy that will un- 
doubtedly have a bad effect on the | 
outside.
